India, Part II Section 3 Sub-section (i) dated the 15lh Nov¬ 
ember, 1980 inviting objections and suggestions from all 
persons likely to be affected thereby before the expiry oi 
90 days from the date on which the copies of the Offlcla 
Gazette in which the said notification was published, wen 
made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette were made 
available to the public on, 15th November, 1980; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received from 
public on the draft rules have been considered by the 
Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred b) 
sub-section (1) of section 23 of the said Act, the Centri 
Government, after consultation with Central Committee foi 
F’ood Standards, hereby makes the following rules furthei 
to amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955,

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Second Amendment) Rules 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette, except rules 2 and 3 which 
shall come into force after iix months from the date of 
piibHcntion. 

2 . In rule 42 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Rules, 1955 (hereinafter referred as the said rules), after sub¬ 
rule (V), the following shall be inserted, namely ;— 

“(W) Every package of the Dried Glucose Syinp con¬ 
taining sniphurdioxidc exceeding 40 ppm.” shall 
bear the following label, namely:— 

"" DRIED^GLUCOSE SYRUP T 

FOR USE IN SUGAR CONFECTIONERY OIL Y \ 

3. In rule 49 of the said rules, after ^ub-rule (12), the, fol¬ 
lowing shall be Inserted, namely :—• 

“(13) Dried Glucose Syrup containing sulphur-dioxide 
exceeding 40 ppm, shall be sold only in a package 
which shall bear the label as specified in sub-rule 
tW) of rule 42.” 
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4. In appendix B of the said rules,— 

(i) for item A, 07.04, the following shall be substituted, 

namely :— 

“A. 07.04 “ICE LOLLIES OR EDIBLE ICES” means 
the frozen ice produce which may contain the 
permitted flavours, sugar, syrup, fruit, fruit juices, 
cocoa, citric acid, stabillzerB or emulsifiers not 
exceeding 0.5 per cent by weight. It shall not con¬ 
tain an artificial aweetner.” 

(ii) After item A, 07.04, so substituted the following 

items shall be inserted, namely:— 

“A. 07.04—^ICE CANDY means the frozen ice pro¬ 
duce which may contain permitted flavour, fruit. 
Juices, nuts, cocoa, citric acid, stabilizers or emul¬ 
sifiers not exceeding 0.5 per cent. It shall contain 
sugar not leas than 10 per cent by weight. It shall 
not contain any artificial sweetner.” 

(iij) in item A. 07.5 and A. 07.08, after the existing en¬ 
tries, the following shall be added in the end, name¬ 
ly 

“Sodium bicarbonate, if used, for clarification pur¬ 
poses, shall be of Food Grade Quality.” 

(iv) after item A. 07.10, the following new item shall 
be inserted, namely:— 

A. 07.11 DRIED GLUCOSE SYRUP means the 
material in the form of course Or fine white to 
creamish white powder, sweet to taste, bland In 
flavour and somewhat hygroscopic. It shall be 
free from fermentation, evidence of mould growth, 
dirt or other extraneous matter, or added sweeten¬ 
ing or flavouring agent 

It shall also not contain any added natural 
or coaltar food colour. It shall conform to the 
following standards:— 

(a) Total solid 

content: 

Not less than 93.0 per cent 
by wt. 

(b) Reducing sugai 
content: 

Not less than 20.0 per cent 
by wt 


(c) Sulphated ash; 

Not more than 1.0 per cent 
by wt 

(d) Sulphur dioxide: 

Not more than 40 ppm 
“Sulphurdioxide may be pre¬ 
sent in an amount not ex¬ 
ceeding 150 ppm if the pro¬ 
duct Is intended for manu¬ 
facture of confectionery to be 
sold under a label as speci¬ 
fied under rule 42(W).”; 

(v) in item A. 08.01, in Sub-paragraph (5) in clause (i) 
for the words and figures and “shall be not le«s 
than 3.0 per cent by weight”, the words and fig¬ 
ures "and shall be not less than 3.0 per cent and 
not more than 7,0 per cent by wcl^t” shall be 
substituted; 

(vi) in item A. 14, and A. 14.01, in clause (a) of both 

items for the entry “50.0 to 8,0 per cent”, the fol¬ 
lowing shall be substituted, namely:— 

"5,0 to 8,0 per cent by weight on dry basis.” 

(vii) in item A. 14 in clause (c), for the entry "Not more 

than 1,0 per cent'’ the following entry shall be sub¬ 
stituted, namely:— 

"Not more than 1.0 per cent by weight on dry basis"; 

(viii) in item A. 14.01, in clause (c>, for the entry “Not 
more than 1.2 per cent” the following ontty shall 
be substituted, namely:— 

"Not more than 1.2 per cent by weigjit on dry basis”; 

(ix) in items A. 14 and 14.01 in clause (e) of both items, 
for the entry "Not less than 1.0 per cent and not 
more than 2.2 per cent expressed as K^O”, the fol¬ 
lowing shall ho substituted, namely:— 

"Not less than 1.0 per cent and not more than 2.2 
per cent expressed as KaO on dry basis”.
